Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant requested interview to discuss propsed amendments to 
independent claims 30 and 41-43 to overcome the Carlucci reference. Examiner recommended that applicant change 
the proposed amended claim as written to elimintae the possibility of functional language with the propsed amended 
limitation "forming a cavity shape". Examiner also advised applicant that a cavity shape, in fact several cavity shapes, 
are taught by Carlucci and that applicant should use another term as disclosed to clarify that the cavity is one large 
continuous cavity, such as a pocket ortrough,which are terms used in the disclosure, in order to overcome Carlucci .
